WASHINGTON. Sept. 9 — Rup­ 
ture of United States relations with 
Vichy loomed again today on the 
diplomatic horizon. 
This time It was Vichy’s protest 
against American air raids over 
Occupied France and the United 
States’ sharp rejection of that pro­ 
test, which revived talk of an Im­ 
minent break. 
The protest, delivered personally 
to the American charge d'affaires 
In Vichy by pro-axls chief of gov­ 
ernment Pierre Iwival, was rejected

We hear occasionally of the little man, the little 
business and the little factory fitting Into the gen­ 
eral war picture but, in 
the main, tim es like these 
Call for big men and big organizations. 
.Retail businesses face ruin because stocks are 
Scarce, prices have driven away the customers or 
ceilings have cut the profits, em ployes have gone to 
high-paying war Jobs, or owners and help have been 
drafted. Small factories have had their supplies cut 
off because they can’t get priorities, their employes 
have migrated or they have been hit by the other 
innumerable handicaps of an era geared to total 
yr s r effort 
These little folks are the backbone of American 
life. They represent the free enterprise and Inde­ 
pendent economy on which this nation grew great. 
Two general plans have been proposed. One pro­ 
vides liquidation for little business which bas not 
the heart to carry on. The other offers loans to 
those who refuse to give up, enabling them to re­ 
habilitate their businesses if possible and to pay the 
taxes and provide protection against depreciation 
lf they must suspend for the duration. Training of 
little businessmen and their help for jobs In war In­ 
dustries is Included. 
It la good as far as it goes. In som e cases it af­ 
fords the only escape from a hopeless situation. 
It fails, however, to provide any new means whereby 
the little factory can fit Into the big production pic­ 
ture and without that war planning falls to m uster 
the full strength of American skill and enterprise. 
There Is fine craftsm anship along the byways lf 
som eone will give it a chance to assert Itself. 


Long-Range Farming

FARMER we know has approximately a dozen 
“ * children and roundly 200 acres of unproductive 
land. This Is a situation to tax the resourcefulness 
of any man. 
Some years ago he planted a part of his acres in 
various kinds of evergreen trees. Now be sells 
enough Christmas trees each year to make them 
his big money crop and has enough left to produce 
timber which will turn in a big profit a few years 
later. 
There is a lesson here for the owners of millions 
of acres of non-producing land throughout Ohio. The 
state furnishes the seedling trees for the cost or 
packing and handling and little effort Lb required 
for planting them and tending them through early 
stages until they are big enough to get along with­ 
out attention. 
Most trees grow well In Ohio, especially black 
walnuts for the nuts and the valuable timber and 
black locusts for posts and mine props. Hight now 
the government is searching the country for walnut 
lumber which Is used in gun stocks and standing 
timber is being depleted. Future supplies will bring 
a big price. 
The man who plants trees must have vision, lf 
he is content to wait for his crop to bring a profit,

EMORIES of really fine food often center around 
m odest little places that probably never find 
their way into the directories of favorite restaurants. 
Most enjoyable single experience in eating which 
com es to mind has to do with the turtle soup at 
Pipersville Inn down on the eastern edge of Penn­ 
sylvania. The inn probably hasn’t had a coat of 
paint since the travelers of another day hitched 
their horses in the sheds still standing in the inn 
yard. 
That turtle soup, served in a tureen sized bowl 
with a glass of old sherry on the side for those who 
like it was the creation of a genius, m aster work 
of culinary talent, an offering to make Epicurus 
him self write It down as perfection. 
Long after that vacation trip was over, m em ory 
of Plpersville’s turtle soup persisted and at last 
the keeper of the inn was asked, with suspenseful 
hesitancy, whether he would share the secret. H e 
graciously sent detailed recipe and directions, pains­ 
takingly complete. H e added, "The principal Ingredi­ 
ents are patience and a lot of care.” 
W e bought a turtle and the other necessities, 
stewed them with patienee and care and then dis­ 
covered that the two really essential ingredients— 
experience and know how— cannot be transm itted 
by mail. 
Second place in eating memories goes to a drab 
little restaurant in Tennessee on a blistering, broil­ 
ing mid-afternoon and a quarter section of w a ter­ 
melon ice cold and honey sw eet—for IO cents. Izaak 
W alton immortalized the 
saying of Dr. William 
B utler who said of straw berries th at "doubtless God 
could have m ade a better berry but doubtless H e 
never did. . . .’’ That goes for Tennessee watermelon. 
O ther eating experiences that cannot be forgotten 
include the home-smoked razorback ham with eggs 
a t Blacksburg, Va., after an hour’s morning ride 
through the m ountains in a tiny restaurant where 
the proprietor cooked the food in presence of the 
guests, served it himself and then pulled up a 
chair and chatted while we ate; golden brown pork 
chops at a tourist cabin place near Woodstock. N. 
H.; the man-sized portions of ham hock and boiled 
cabbage at a vine-covered place in Clyde. O.; the 
chopped relish at a cabin on the sun-baked sand 
flats of New Jersey which turned the humble ham­ 
burger Into a delectable repast.

Q.—Does a horse know when someone is afraid 
of it? 
A.—A horse is aw are of fear mainly through the 
actions of a person; that is, how a rider m ounts 
the animal or holds the reins.

moval of old equipment, said that 
he had warned council that such 
an accident was likely to occur. 
“We found some m aterial and 
we’re ju st going ahead and fixing 
that,” he said.

This huge Portuguese speaking nation, biggest of the South Am eri­ 
can republics, is larger in size than the United States by approximate­ 
ly 250,000 square miles. Bazll has a population of about 45.000,000. 
borders on every South American country but Chile and Ecuador and 
has a coast line of almost 5.000 miles to guard. 
Her army consists of 100,000 regulars, with 200,000 in reserve. Ifs 
navy has two battleships, two cruisers, l l destroyers and four sub­ 
marines In addition to several smaller craft.

Thompson Reports Gain In 


Industrial Scrap Drive

Thompson, 
presi­ 
dent of the Hall China Co. and 
chairman of the E ast Liverpool in­ 
dustrial 
salvage 
committee,

reported 
to tho W ar Production 
Board that 36 industrial plants in 
the E ast Liverpool district salvag­ 
ed a total of 554.110 pounds of 
scrap m aterial during July. 
“The efforts of the committee 
showed an 
increase 
of 
263,739 
pounds over the previous month's 
total of 300,371,” 
Mr. Thompson 
said. 
The breakdown of the month's 
salvage consisted of 44,017 pounds 
of Iron and steel, 14,779 pounds 
of non-ferrous metal, 490 pounds 
of rubber, and 94.824 pounds of 
other m aterial such as rags, paper 
and manila rope.
